AcCuories of the Illinois Insurance De- 
partment Arc Now Busy VerifylnK 
the Figures 



A Krcfkt deal of interest la being taken 
in the special meeting of the head camp 
at the Modem Woodmen of America, 
which wilt begin in the Globe Theat^re 
in Chicago Jan. 23, to consider the re- 
adjustment of rates made necessary by 
the new uniform law for the regulation 
of fratemals. Local Woodmen will at- 
tend the meeting. 

The changes, which will involve a 
material increase in rates, will affect 
nearly 1.200,000 members with the larg- 
est membership in Illinois and adjacent 
states. As the largest of the fraternals, 
the action of the Woodmen will influence 
the decision of many other fraternals, 
which are considering rate increases. 

The Illinois insurance department 
and representatives of other depart- 
ments have been asked to verify the 
conclusions of the actuaries who have 
prepared the new proposed rates. 

The officials felt that the computa- 
tions and deductions would command 
greater respect from the delegates if 
they had been oflicially approved by the 
insurance departments. The insurance 
commissionera of a number of . states 
have been invited to attend the meet- 
ing of the head camp and ofHcially ad- 
vise the delegates as to the bearing of 
the new uniform law for the regula- 
tion of fraternals on the propositions to 
bo considered. ^ 

- The special committee has prepared 
two forms, a whole life plan and a term 
plan, the term plan being permitted to 
chanse to the whole life plan without 
medical iexaminutioh at any age below 
50 years. 

The whole-life rates provided that all 
present and future members, at the 
ages between 18 und 45, shall, pay a 
fixed monthly rate, beginning-with 75 
cents per $1,000 at the age of 18 and 
increasing annually to a mamimum of 
$2 per $1,000 at the age of 45. - 

For present members beyond the age 
of 45 the rate will continue level accord- 
ing to age until it reaches a maximuri^ 
of $3. per 91,000 at the age of :54. This 
plan, will apply to all present beyond 
that age. Various opinions are provid- 
ed to meet different conditions and It is 
declared that the new rates will be ade- 
quate to meet all obligations without 
any further advances.

Recently Dr. Hern- 
sheim was called to Madison and at 
that time ho conferred with the gover- 
nor over the appointment and he re- 
turned to Kenosha greatb' encouraged.

However the 
company expresses their willingness to 
not only pay for the amount already re- 
ceived at the factory but also for all 
that had been delivered at their various 
storehouses.

HOPESTHAT BABY FOLLOWS 



Left Three Noles Telling Her Decision, To 

Husdand, Father and ISisters. Urged 

Relatives Not To Blame Husband 



One of the cleverest swindles ever 
worked In Waukegan and which was 
ever brought to the attention of the 
police has just been brought to light 
and took place in Waukegan this week. 
There was at least one victim and pro- 
bably several more just how many it is 
not known because of the unwillingness 
on the part of the victim to explain how 
clearly they were hoodwinked. 

The swindler who was a dashing 
blonde young woman and whose appear- 
an(;e was so strikingly handsome that 
she would turn about and gaze at her 
after passing her on the street. Her 
penchant seemed to be tho swindling 
of post substations in the city although 
she may have visited other places also. 

The young woman presented a very 
pleasing appearance as she stepped 
into the Waukegan post office substation 
and stepped up to the postal window 
with an uflsealed but addressed letter 
in her hand. She was inclined to be 
quite talkative. 

"I want to send live dollars to my 
mother in New York" she said. '*I 
had thought of sending her ten dollars, 
but'I guess that five dollars will be 
enough. Won't you pleose give me a 
five dollar bill in exchange for this 
silver. lean fold the bill up and put it 
in the letter and no one will suspect it." 

The clerk In charge of the substation 
was very accomodating and produced 
the five dollar bill which was passed 
across the counter to the young woman 
who-folded It up and placed it inside of 
the envelope which she sealed. She 
then purchased a registered stamp 
which she placed on the letter. The 
letter was slipped in her bag and she 
began feeling about in the bag for the 
five dollars in change. She felt in every 
nook and corner und at last a frown 
croHsed her face and she looked up 
helplessly. 

"Dear me If I have not come away 
from home and left the money on the 
bureau" she said. "Now I will have 
to ' go home and get it. Here is the 
letter — keep it for me please until I 
return with the change." 

With this she pulled an envelope out 
of her hand bag and handed it to the 
postal clerk. The;envelope appeared 
to be the same. It bore the same su- 
perscription and even had the registry 
stamp affixed. The letter, was accept- 
ed politely and laid back on the counter 
to wait for the Return of the young 
woman. 

An hour passed and the young woman 
did not appear — two hours — three hours 
and still she did not put in an appear- 
ance. At night she did not come and 
the clerk was beginning to get just a 
wee bit nervous. At the end of the 
third day it was decided that something 
was decidedly wrong somewhere. Tho 
envelope was torn open and was found 
to contain two or three slips of folded 
paper. The five dollar bill was not 
-there. — 

The clerk decided that there was no 
use to notify the police, as the woman 
had had enough time to make good her 
•scape.

The system 
for locking the cell doors, which has 
bccninstaUed there, Is the same sys- 
tem which Is employed in the various 

jails and penitentiaries all over the 
country. 



LAKE COUNTY GETS SLICE 



One of the most pathetic suicides 
that Lake county has overseen took 
place Saturday evening at 7:16 o'clock 
when Mrs. Howard Flood shot herself 
through the temple in her home west of 
Warrenton Grove, the shot being ad- 
ministered by a revolver which her 
father S. S. Fagg, of Waukegon town- 
ship had given her last October to be 
used In protecting herself after she had 
gone to live in the country. 

Another feature of the suicide was 
that the young woman who was but 
twenty-one years old had placed her 
arm on her husband's shoulder, just as 
she fired the shot which ended her life, 
his back being turned to her at the 
time. Sitting in the only other room 
of their little home was her cousin 
Arthur Franke, who was holding Mrs. 
Flood's little babe, born on Sept 20th, 
last. There in their dingy home which 
was to have been removed in the Spring 
by Flood's father, who planned bui[ding 
them a new house, the tragedy took 
place and as a result, relatives of the 
pair were shocked to the extreme, the 
father of the young woman especially 
being heart-broken over the sad ending 
of his cherished daughter. 

During the afternoon previous to her 
death Mrs. Flood had written three 
ni>t63 which were later found by- her 
father addressed to her husband, ^one 
to her two sisters and the third to her 
father. The letter to her father was 
the only one produced before the coron- 
er's jury which heard the evidence Sun- 
day afternoon. Coroner Taylor presid- 
ing., Out of sympathy to her lelatives, 
the coroner did not insist on the other- 
two letters being read. Up to the time 
of the inquest, neither of the other two 
notes had been opened, and up to that 
time even the husband did not know 
what farewell message his despondent 
wife h^ left to him. It seemed quite 
improbable that he planned reading it 
for it was given to his father, Harry 
Flood, who declared he would not open 
it unless the coroner insisted. 

The note to the father was as pathetic 
a letter as was ever penned by a person 
contemplating suicide. It started out 
witli "My Dear, Darling Papa, "and the 
first part urged him not to blame her 
husband^or her act adding that she 
loved him with all her heart that her 
heart was all wrapped up in him but 
"My ideal has fallen," aid she felt that 
it was best that she end her life. She 
added that she hoped her little son. 
born in September would soon follow 
her because: "It must be awful to go 
through life without a mother to con- 
front the trials that beset one on all 
sides." She prayed that God would 
forgive her for the act which, she felt, 
was best for her for what I am going to 
do tonight." The latter sentence shows 
that she had written the letters during 
the afternoon ond had carefully laid 
her plana for killing herself 

Coroner Taylor held the inquest Sun- 
day at 3:00 p. m. The first witness 
was the husband whn told of coming 
home at 7:00 o'clock, of meeting his 
wife in the doorway, of walking into 
his bedroom to rtfmove his boots and of 
the shooting. He said as he stood with 
his back to the bedroom door his wife 
entered, placed her arm on ids shoulder 
and reoching over to the dresser, pick- 
ed up the revolver containing but one 
cartridge. Before he knew what she 
was doing, she had fired the sjiot into 
her temple. 

"When I felt her arm on my shoul- 
der, I thought she was placing It there 
in a lovable way," said Flood. "But 
instantly I saw a flash and she fell to 
the floor." 

Aa he entered the house his wife was 
just getting supper and as she entered 
the bedroom, did not say a word to him 
of her intentions. 

It is barely possible that the real 
cause of Mrs. Flood's sad ending was 
due to her longing for tho city life over 
a life in a little two-room cottage on 
the farm especially in face of this cold 
weather. '* i • , 

Her husband stated that he and his 
wife were very hapny and he seldom 
heard her complain although a few dif- 
fe/ont times he. heard her remark that 
she wished she could goto Chicago, 
Whether she meant 'that she wished to 
live therehe did not explain but the dis- 
mal surroundings of the little homo were 
such that thb conclusion is that is what 
she really meant 



Appropriation for County Schools ■ About 
Double That ot Other Years * 

Lake County's share of the big |2,- 
000,000 melon just cut 'by the state 
auditor In $17,318.31, just about twice 
the amount received last yeor. The 
$2,000,000 is the amount appropiated by 
the last general assembly for the main- 
tenance of the schools in the state. It 
is just double the usual amount which 
has heretofore beee $1,000,000, but not 
large aa the authorities wish, for they 
are pleading for a restoration of th^ two 
milt tax. 

The auditor first deducted from the 
two million dollars the sum of $189,283.- 
98, which has previously been paid to 
county superintendents of the state in 
tho woy of salaries. Then he added the 
sum of $6C.937, the amount of interests 
on the school funds and divided it up in 
the same manner on the basis of the 
number of children in each county under 
the age of twenty-one years. Cook 
county, as is to be expected on account 
of Chicago being located there, gets the 
Iarge9tBhare.'$834,141.44, while Putman 
connty gets the smallest, $1,540.63. 
. T Arthur Simpson has just received 
the check for the amount of money 
from the auditor and says that it will 
be distributed pro rata among the 
different towns in the county, the plan 
that always has been followed. 

Despite the fact that the amount re- 
ceived this year is about double what it 
usually is, Mr. Simpson, says that 
neither he nor a majority of the county 
superintendents in the state are satis- 
fied. He says that they are entitled to 
the two mill tax while he says would 
double the amount received prior to this 
year. 

Simpson was one of those who went 
to Springfield a short time ago in de- 
fense of a certain school measurers, of 
which one of the two mill tax and he 
has hopes that it will not be long before 
this plan is put into eftect. He savs 
that the amount given out is not nearly 
large enough. 

GAS ENDANGERS FAMILY 



North Chicago family Have Miraculous 
Escape From Death

death by e'ephyxiation Tuesday night. 
* Monday the gas in the Emmer home 
was found frozen. EfiTorts upon the 
part of members of the family to thaw 
the frozen gas proved faultless. In 
some unknown manner, when the fam- 
ily retired for the night, one jet was 
feft open. 

When Mr. Emmer awoke at five 
o'clock Wednesday morning he found 
the bed room was filled with gas fumes. 
His wife and children lay in a semi-un- 
conscious condition. He staggered to a 
window, which he raised with some 
difficulty. He was unable to lend as- 
sistance to his children, but succeeded 
in awakening his wife. The various 
windows in the house were opened and 
two physicians summoned. The chil* 
cren are in a precarious condition. 
They will recover. Had Emmet slept 
another half hour, every member of 
the family would have fallen victims lo 
the air berefit of oxygen.

HARD WORK MCANSSUCCESS 



On The Huntly Prolecl There Are Now 85 
Farms Ready For Settlers, and Canals . 
Have Been Completed

Approximately sixty-seven million 
dollars have been spent by the Govern- 
ment in irrigation work, and this vast 
sum IS less than half of the amount 
that will have been expended when 
Uncle Sam's engineers have completed 
the present program of reclamation. 
In nearly every western atatb the flood 
waters of the streams are being im- 
pounded and already thousands of 
families are benefiting by this stored 
water. The activities of the federal 
Government in reclamation work have 
resulted in awaking a widespread in- 
terest in irrigation, which Is no longer 
a local question confined to our rainless 
country. Experience has shown that 
a more general application of its prin- 
ciples throughout the whoje country 
would result in material benefit, 'es- 
pecially in intensive agriculture such as 
truck farming and small fruit growing. 

The farmer, in the east and middle 
west is subject in large measure to the 
whim of an uncertain rainfuU. . What 
would it have been worth tohim during 
twenty years' farming experience If he 
could have turned on the rain whenever 
his crops needed moisture? His half 
crops would have been full ones, hia 
occasional total failures . would have 
been successess, and the money actual- 
ly saved would.amount to a sum which 
might well make him thoughtful. The 
western man .realizes these things. A. 
man who has practised farming by ir- 
rigation, or who has carefully studied 
its advantages rarely reverts to either 
the theory or practice of rainfall farm-i 
ing. . The farmer in humid regions real- 
izes clearly the handicaps under which 
he works, but hesitates to change be- 
cause he has not had. the object lessons 
or experience of the westerner, or has 
not given consideration to the matter , 
of applying irrigation to his own' fields. * 

Many eastern farmers have the idea 
that the irrigation farmer is in a chronic 
state of water shortage, or has to fight 
excess of alkali In the soil, or is so far 
from market that profits are eaten up 
by transportation charges. These things 
are sometimes t;rue, but it ia a gravo ' 
mistake to believe ' that they are un- 
avoidable defects or that they apply to 
all irrigated districts. In building its 
irrigation projects the Government se- 
lects only fertile soil; then It gauges the 
size of the area to fit the availabfe 
water supply. The reservolfa and canals 
are built as substantially as engineer- 
ing skill can devise and when the fartna 
have been laid out and water Is rpnnihg 
in the canals, then and not till theni 
settlers' are invited to use their home- 
stead rights on the land. The money 
actually spent in building the irrigation 
works is prorated against each acre of 
land and is repaid by the settlers in ten 
equal, annual payments, without inter- 
ests. ^ Call it paternalism if you like— it 
is making homes by the^ thousand every 
year. •■'■■_■ .:" ", •'■,.; 

The. Settlement Agent of the' Re- 
clamation Service whose office is in tho 
Federal Building In Chicago, states 
that success cannot be attained without 
work-either in tho west or_ anywhere 
else, and the man who expects to farm 
an irrigated homeistead without, hard 
work wilt be grievously disappointed. 
Neither -will ho get rich over night. 
The Government holds out no promises 
of fabulous' profits per acre or of land 
values increasing like a snowball roll- 
ing down hill. The simple facts aro 
these: Tracts of first-class farming 
land varying from 40 to 160 acres are 
how.operi toeniry; in their raw.- condi- 
tion thoy produce nothing and are worth 
very little. When properly irrigated 
they produce .large crops of alfalfa, 
gridh, vegetables and fruit; in- fact all 
the- crops corainon to" the region in' 
I which they are located, but in greater 
(abundance" and more, surely than, in

TRAINING IN DOMESTIC SCIENCE FOR 

GIRLS IN HIGH SCHOOLS OF ILLINOIS 




By HELEN H. PINCOMB, 
University of Illinois. 
Three years ago 41; high school girls 
located In 24 counties In Illinois wero 
teaching n few girls' of the slate to 
select and prepare aultablo food, to 
"orvo It attractively and know Its 
value, to choose cloth suited to Its 
purpose, to cut and make undergar- 
ments, drosses and shirt waists, to 
know quality and respect genuineness, 
to plan economically, to appreciate 
pure air and know how to socuro It, 
to bo of real service nt home and 
take pleasure In the service, to bo art- 
ists rather than artisans In the home. 
This year 9G high schools are teach- 
ing these things In 50 different coun- 
ties. 

Equipment In these schools costs 
from $300 to $800 and occasionally 
less. Zn soce cases equipment Is slm- 
plo and Inexpensive. Old slate black- 
boards are mado Into table tops by tho 
boys lu manual training. Utensils arc 
furnished by tho woman's club. Instead 
of gasolene stoves, In some commmu- 
nltles the gasolene or acetylene gas 
plant Is available. In the picture the 
equipment shown Is more elaborate; 

COiVlPETITIVE COW 

T EST IN ILLINOIS 

By C. C, HAYDEN. 
Assistant Professor of Dairy Hus- 
bandry, University of Illinois. 

About three years ago a club was 
organized In Iowa, known as the "Cow 
Culture Club." Its subject was tho 
Improvement of the dairy cattle of 
tho state. Ono of Its members of- 
fered $1,000 to be given In prizes for 
the cows producing the largest 
amount of butter fat In one year. 
A state-wide contest was started and 
107 cows were entered. Later, tho 
same person offered an eqtml amount 
for a like contest In Wisconsin In 
which contest over 500 cows were 
entered. 

Believing that a similar competition 
In Illinois would encourage more gen- 
eral testing and more Intelligent 
breeding, the department of dairy 
husbandry of Illinois has taken the 
matter under consideration but no 
funds wero available for prizes. Fi- 
nally Mr. C. P. Reynolds, then editor 
of tho Prairie Farmer, took up the 
Idea on his own Initiative and pre- 
sented It to Mr. B. D. Butler, the pub- 
lisher, who offered $1,000 and they 
agreed to solicit prizes from other 
sources. In all, offers of nearly $3,- 
500 worth of prizes were secured. 
The majority of the offerings In mer 
chandlse were to be given as month- 
ly prizes. This latter was done In 
order that the prizes might be more 
widely distributed. The contest was 
open for entries October 1st, 1010. and 
closed November Ist, 1911. All rec- 
ords wUr bo contested October 31, 
1912. For the first month the en- 
tries came In rather slowly and for 
a time It seemed doubtful If the ef- 
fort expended would be worth while. 
Later, however, they camo In more 
rapidly and at the close, 197 cows rep- 
resenting 24 Illinois herds, had been 
entered.

In some schools the girls havo do- 
mestic science In their senior year aft- 
or a yei^r of chemistry. Tho teachers 
say the girls do not leave school but 
remain for domestic science. In tho 
school pictured tho girls havo work 
not only In food, but In clothing and 
tho homo as well. Each year thoy 
may take that which will directly as- 
sist them In making convenient, com- 
fortable, attractive, healthful and hap- 
py homes. One-fourth of their time 
in school may be spent In this kind, of 
work. 

Ninety-six high schools teaching do- 
mestic science Is a largo number com- 
pared wlth/tho 42 of three years ago, 
but Is a small number compared with 
the C20 high schools of our state. If, 
as was said by Dr. Draper, "Physical 
and moral strength of men and women 
depends upon their having and loving 
work, and their having and loving 
work depends upon their being able 
to do It well," not a school can afford 
to miss tho opportunity to teach tho 
girl to do well tho work which Is nat- 
urally hers. 

steins. Guernseys, Jerseys, Brown 
Swiss and grades havo been entered. 

Some of the best records mado thus 
far have come from herds which wero 
previously practically unknown to the 
public and whoso owners did not real- 
ize how good their cows wore. 

Tho work has Increased so rapidly 
that It has been dlfllcult to secure a 
sufficient number of properly (rained 
men to do the testing. There are 
now under test about flvo times- as 
many as at any previous time. Be- 
sides this. It has stimulated greater 
activity In short time tests among 
tho breeders of Holstelns. The work 
of checking up the records requires 
the entire time of one clerk and part 
time of others. 

This Increase la the more remarka- 
ble when we consider the small num- 
ber of good herds of pure-bred cattle 
within tho state. Probably not over 
2 per cent, of the cows within the 
state are pure-bred registered ani- 
mals and only a very small fraction of 
I per cent, havo been ofllclally or pri- 
vately tested for production -of milk 
and butter fat. This shows that 
there Is a vast opportunity and groat 
need for Improvement. No stone 
should be left unturned that will help 
bring this about. To this end, the 
competition seems to be serving Its 
purpose well. Already tho station 
has had letters from breeders ex- 
pressing their appreciation of the 
work and Its benefits to thorn. 

No phenomenal records are being 
made, but a largo number of them ore 
very creditable, and practically all 
are sufllclent to admit the cows to 
tho advanced register which, after 
all. Is more Important than the win- 
ning of a few prizes. Thci system ot 
giving monthly prizes has made It 
possible for a large npmber of cows 
to win prizes and tlius far, they have 
been quito evenly distributed among 
the herds. "

The conditions of the test were 
such that any cow owned by n res- 
ident of the state could be entered 
regardless of whether or not she was 
a pure-bred animal. Whore pure- 
bred cattlo are tested, the tost Is 
conducted In such a manner that tho 
cow may be admitted to the advanced 
register at a reduced cost for testing. 
To encourage the entry of grade cows, 
the cost was made Just one-half that 
for tho pure-bredfl. 

Tho 24 herds are mostly In the 
northern part of tho-state but extend 
as far south oa Kdwarda county and

An Oppressive Trast. 

Before the CofTee Roasters' Association, In bCs* 
aion at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
of Chicago, charged that there Is, in exiatenco a 
coffee combine whicli ia "Uie most monstroua im- 
positlon in the history of human commerce." 

There ia very slight exaggeration about this 
statement. It comes very close to being, literally 
true. There is a coffoo combine in Brazil, from 
which country cornea tho bulk of tho coffee used 
In the United States, which ia backed by the gov- 
ernment of Brazil and financed by it, which com- 
pela American consumers, as* Mr. Webb said, "to 
pay famine prices for coffee when no famino 
existo." 

The worst thing about this Is that the consum* 
ttB of the United Statca have been compelled to 
put up the money through which this combine, 
to further cinch them, 'has been made effective. 
There were formerly^ revenue dutiea imposed upon 
all coffee entering the United States. Those taxes 
were denounced as an imposition upon the people; 
as taxing the poor man's breakfast table, and tho 
like. The taxes wero removed. Immediately 
thereafter Brazil Imposed a n export duty upon 
coffee up to tho full amount of the termer customs 
taxes in this country, Tho revenue which for- 
merly went Into tho treasury of the United Statca 
was diverted to the treasury of Brazil. The poor 
man's breakfast coffee continued to cost him the 
same old price. 

But this was only -the commencement. Tho 
'Valorization" plan was evolved in Brazil. 
Through this plan the government, using the rev- 
enues derived from the export duties for the pur- 
poses, takes all of the surplus crop in a season of 
largo yields and holds It off the market, thua 
keeping the supply down to the demands of tho 
Aiarket and permitting the planters to receive a 
much higher price than they would otherwise 
have done. 

The United States consumes more Bmzi!iah cof- 
fee than does tho rest of tho world. We are tho 
beat customers of Brazil, and Brazil buys Uttle 
from us. Now Brazil la promoting, financing and 
maintaining a trust designed, and working effect- 
ively for the purpose, to compel American con- 
sumera to pay an exorbitant price for the coffee 
they use.

assured water supply is worth from 
$100 an aero upwartd and in some of the 
older and more highly developed fruit 
districts prices of $2,000 or $3,000 per 
acre have been frequently recorded. 
These high figures are due to perfect 
state of cultivation, a thorough know- 
ledge of packing the fruit for market, 
and well organized selling associations. 
The settlers now locating on Govern- 
ment irrigation projects are frequently 
surprised at the modem conditions 
which surround them, and the Huntley 
project in Montana Is an example of 
what can be accomplished in three or 
four years by progressive people. It 
includes an area approximately twenty 
miles long and five miles wide ' divided 
into farms averaging forty acres of Ir- 
rigable land, and about five hundred 
families now live there. Two railroads 
posaing through the project afford 
transportation facilities and four small 
towns with stores and business houses 
are exhibiting a steady growth. A tel- 
ephone system which now reaches 
about half of the farmera will soon be 
extended to cover the entire project, 
and thirteen modem schools, employ- 
ing trained instmctors, provide for the 
education of the child^n.

the medium of a bureau of licenses. 

Every man who is afraid to look his 
fellowmen in the face, every man who

the newspapers. 

Imagine a bureau of licenses if yon 
will Whom would you have as com- 
missioner of licenses or commissioners 
«f licenses? To whom would you give 
the tremendous power to say to the 
country: **Thisyou shall print and this 
you must not print?" 

The moment you inaugurate a bureau 
of licenses you would place the press in 
control of politicians and behind politi' 
clans always stands big business. 

It would be a fine scheme for the 
political bosses; it would be a great 
acheme for the money kings. 

The best guaranty of political and 
economic liberty we have In this coun- 
try, today is a free and untrammeled 
press. While it may be true that some 
of our newspapers are controlled edi- 
torially, their news columns print the 
facts, so the public knows what is go- 
ing on and can draw its own conclusions. 

Licensing of the press will never come 
AS long as we are a free people.

the average man needs from one to two 
thousand dollars to cover the necessary 
equipment, a house, fences, and pre- 
paring the land for crops.

A plan for making a device for Uft- 
Ing logs or welghta of any kind la 
given by a writer In the Farm and 
Home and Is aa follows:

As Illustrated, a cement 
pit was made In which all liquid 
manure was drained through the pipe, 
H. The pit was covered over with a 
two-inch board top and a pump In- 
stsUed as shown at'C. Thla pump 
was msde from a piece of three-lncb 
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- Hindling Liquid Manure. 

gas pipe snd the plunger was an Iron 
rod with a cone-shaped leather valve 
on t^e lower end. Tbis valve when 
lowered allows the liquid to freely 
pass same, but when the plunger Is 
raised it Is pressed out to the sides 
of the, pipe by the weight of the li- 
quid. A box tank was used for haul- 
ing the liquid, arranged as shown. The 
liquid was first pumped in through 
the top and when spraying aame over 
the clover or berries the liquid was 
allowed to escape through a. pipe In 
the rear end of the tank as shown at 
F. A lever arrangement - controlled 
the flow by cloeing or opening the 
pipe. F, with tf wooden plug. In the 
tUustratlo;! B ta the manure pit, H, 
the drain tile, C the pump, D the pipe 
leading frojn pump, to tazik. E con- 
troUlpg handle, to lever,. A':the tank, 
F ths outlet pipe from -tank, O the 
distributing box bor«4 full of small 
holsf: and I the manhole to ^ tank. It 
la lolalmed for the arrangement that 
the lijQuId manure is much better than 
scdlds for grass, berries, etc., and that 
by using sams the sc^ manure is 
sav«4 for other crops.

A Bcheme to make newspapers take 
out licensee and to provide for the re- 
voking of these licenses when news- 
papers are guilty of an unethical act 
smacks very much of the Russian way 
of doing things. 

Aside from the fact that the Supreme 
court of the United States in the case 
of the United States vs. the Press Pub- 
lishing company (ihe New York World) 
•in the famous libel case, pronounced in 
strong language against restrictions on 
newspapers as violating the constitu- 
tional guaranty of a free press, we 
venture to suggest that the people of 
this country would think a long time 
before they indorse a bureau of licenses 
for newspapers. 

Without doubt there would be found 
persons who heartily favor such a 
acheme, says the Ithaca News. Ever? 
dishonest politician, every grafter, ev 
ery crook, every fakir, every confidence 
man, every criminal, would be delight- 
ed to havo the press muzEled through 
the medium of a bureau of licenses. 

Every man who is afraid to look his 
fellowmen in the face, every man who 
^seeks to hide some personal dishonesty 
-<»r case of moral turpitude, would wel- 
come such a gag on the newspapers. 

This is not to say that persons who 
advocate such methods have any but 
the best intentions. But they fail to 
realize the power for good thp.t the 
white light of publicity of the press has 
done and is doing for the country. 

Eyery great battle for political liber- 
ty; every overthrow of corrupt govern- 
. ment; the punishment of a great many 
criminals; the successful prosecution of 
a great many reforms has been mater- 
/ ially aided in some cases entirely brought 
about by the enterprise and courage of 
the newspapers. 

Imagine a bureau of licenses if you 
wilL Whom would you have as com- 
missioner of licenses or commissioners 
4>f licenses? To whom would you give 
the tremendous power to say to the 
country: *'This you shall print and this 
you must not print?" 

The moment you inaugurate a bureau 
of licenses you would plare the press in 
control of politicians and behind politi' 
cians always stands big business. 

It would be a fine scheme for the 
political bosses; it would be a great 
scheme for the money kings. 

The best guaranty of political and 
economic liberty we have in this coun- 
try today is a free and untrammeled 
press. While it may be true that some 
of our newspapers are controlled edi- 
torially, their news columns print the 
facts, so the public knows what is go- 
ing on and can draw its own conclusions. 

Licensing of the press will never come 
as long as we are a free people. 



assured water supply is worth from 
1100 an aero upward and in some of the 
older and more highly developed fruit 
districts prices of $2,000 or $3,000 per 
acre have been frequently recorded. 
These high figures are due to perfect 
state of cultivation, a thorough know- 
ledge of packing the fruit for market, 
and well organlxed selling associations. 

The settlers now locating on Govern- 
ment irrigation projects are frequently 
surprised at the modern conditions 
which surround them, and the Huntley 
project in Montana Is an example of 
what can be accomplished in three or 
four years by progressive people. It 
includes an area approximately twenty 
miles long and five miles wide ' divided 
into farms averaging forty acres of ir- 
rigable land, and about fivo hundred 
families now live there. Two railroads 
passing tlirough the project afford 
transportation facilities and foUr small 
towns with stores and business houses 
are exhibiting a steady growth. A tel- 
ephone system which now reaches 
about half of the farmers will soon be 
extended to cover the entire project, 
and thirteen modem schools, employ- 
ing trained instructors, provldo for the 
education of the children. The fertile 
soil is well adapted! to alfalfa, wheat, 
oats, sugar beets, vegetables, smalt 
fruits and Sherries, and many farmers 
are adding to their incomes by the 
steady demand for dury products, bogs, 
and poultry. - In order to-be successful 
the average man needs from one to two 
thousand dollars to cover the necessary 
equipment, a house, fences, and pre- 
paring the land for crops. He must 
also provide for himself and family un- 
til his farm begins to pay expenses and 
this will require at least one crop sea- 
son. Forty acres of this land Inten- 
sively farmed will yield a net annual 
profit of from $500 to $2,000 and this is 
not theory but a simple statement of 
results already accomplished. While 
previous farming experience is desirable 
it is by no means essential, and some of 
the most successful homesteaders on 
the various Government irrigation pro- 
jects had never handled a plow before 
they made their filings. 

On the Huntley project there are now 
eighty-five farms ready for settlers and 
canals have been completed to supply 
lands in several other projects located 
in Montana, South Dakota, Wyoming 

and Nevada.

SAYS RATES WOULD .BE LESS 

iPostmaatcr General Points Out That 
Postal System Would Bo Mndo 
Much More Profitable and Public 
Better Served by Acquisition. 



Vf'ashlngion.— Acquisition of the 
telegraph lines by tho govonimont 
aiiid their oporatlon oil a part of tho 
poHtal HVHtem Ifl tho latest Idea of 
PoatmaBter Geuornl Hitchcock. A 
roaolutioii to this effect will bo of- 
fered to coiigreaa at the present aos- 
Blon. 

Ho bollovcs such a consGJIdaHon 
^vo^lld result In important economies 
and perinlL tho adoption of lower tcle- 
Kraph nilcs. Post oiilces are main- 
tained in numerouH pincoa not reached 
hy telegraph and proposed consolida- 
tion would afford a favorable oppor- 
tunlty for the Avldo extension of tele- 
graph facilltiea. 

In many small towns whore lelo- 
graph companies have oITlccs tho 
telegraph and wall business could 
he readily handled, by the same em- 
ployes. Tho separate maintenance 
of the two eervlces under present 
conditions results Ju a needless ex- 
pense. As a matter of fact; tho first 
telegraph In the United States waa 
operated from 1814 to 1S47. by the 
government under authority from 
'congress, and It Is most desirable 
that the government 'control, bb" re- 
sumed. ,. 

A method has been already pre- 
scribed for the taking over of tho 
telegraph lines by section 5267 of the 
revised statutes, which provides that 
the government may, for postal, mill- 
tarj* or other .purposes, purchase 
telegraph lines, operating In the 
United States at' an appraised value. 
Mr. Hitchcock hotwa that, congress 
will speedily enact legislation in 
harmony with this law providing for 
the taking over by the government of 
the existing telegraph systems at 
-terms thai shall bcf fair to ihoir pres- 
ent owners. Every reason for the 
transmission of Intelligence by mall 
under government control can be 
urged with equal force for a Hlrallar 
transmission of telegraph communi- 
catlons, . ';. 

Ueeause of the more extensive or- 
ganization maintain by the i>o8tal 
serylco and tho freedom from taxa- 
tion and other charges to which a 
private corporation Is subject, the 
govemraent undoubtedly will bo able 
to afford greater telegraphic facili- 
ties at lower rates to the people than 
tho companies now conducting this 
business. 

Next to the Introduction of a par- 
•eel post, (or which there is already 
a strong popular demand, tho estab 
'llahment of a government telegraph 
system, In the opinion of the post- 
master general, offers the best op- 
portunity for the profitable extension 
of our postal business. Ho sees no 
reason why the United States should 
lag behind other nations In enlarg- 
ing its post ofllce system to Inclado 
not only postal savings but also par- 
cels post and government telegraph 
facilities.

Washington.— That ho had urged 
President McKlnloy to mako Philan- 
der 0. Knox, present secretary of 
state, a member of his cabinet In 
1910, was tho admission raado by An- 
drew Carneglo In his testimony given 
before the Staiirpy*' coramlttoo which 
Is inquiring Into tho United States 
Steel corporation. 

Mr. Knox had been one of tho cbtof 
counselors for tho Carneglo Steel 
company" since 1890, when tho Sher- 
man anti-trust law was passed. 

Mr. Carneglo repeatedly had de- 
clared before tho committee that ho 
never know tho participation of hla 
company In the steel pinto pool and 
other like pools was unlawful, and 
Ueprosentatlve McGllUcuddy of Matno 
sought to show that ho had recom- 
mended to President McKInley tho 
appointment of Mr. Knox after the 
latter, as counsel for his company, 
had left htm In ignorance of the gov- 
ernment statutes so many years. 

Mr. Carneglo declared the day of 
competition had passed because of 
the ability of manufacturers to Ox 
and maintain prices. 

He admitted the United States Steel 
corporation dominated tho steel and 
Idin industry. In regard to price fixing, 
he spoke of corporations In general.

Waste In the Distribution of Publla 
Documents. 
OolnB outsldo tho office, one of tho 
buslnesa processes which have been In- 
vcstlBaled Is thn distribution of depart- 
ment documents. This Is a subject with 
which both the conBresa and admlnla- 
trntlon heads are familiar. The provall- 
InB prnctico In handllUB departmental 
publications Is to have them manufac- 
tured at the Kovernment printing ofAco; 
each Job when completed 1b delivered to 
tho department: here tho books or pam- 
phlets are wrapped and addressed; then 
aro then sent to the poatofflco; there thoy 
nro assorted and prepared for shipment 
throuBh tho malls; from tho poatofflco 
they are aent to tho railroad station, 
which Is only a few steps from tho Kov- 
ernment prIntlnB office, when thoy 
started. Tho results of this laborious and 
circuitous method Is to make the use of 
tho best mechanical equipment Imprnctlc- 
ablo and to wasto each year not less than 
a quarter of a million dollars of Bovern- 
mcnt funds In useless ti-^ndllng, to say 
nothluB of tho Indirect loss duo to lack 
of proper co-ordination. 

The ueo of equipment Is a. matter which 
also 1ms been InveatlBated. Up to the 
present time this Investigation haa been 
In thn main confined to the subjoct of 
electric llBhtlnB. 

Lack of Specifications. 

Tho Importance of eatabllahlng and 
malntalnlnB standard specifications Is 
found not only In the possibility of very 
materially reducing the direct coat of Bov- 
crnment trading, but also In Inaurlnff to 
the service materials, supplies and equip- 
ment which nro better adapted to Ita 
purposes. One of tho results of Indcfln- 
ltencs» of specifications Is to Impoao con- 
tract conditions which make it oxtra ha- 
zardous for persons to enter Into con- 
tractual relations. This not only doprlvea 
the BOvernmcnt of tho advantago of 
broad competition, but causes It to pay 
an added marBln In price to vendora who 
must carry tho risk. 

The Budget. 

Tho United States Is tho only Bxeat na- 
tion whose Bovornmont la operated with- 
out a budsct. This fact seems to be moro 
striking when It la considered that bud- 
Bets aiHl budget procedures are tho out- 
Browth of democratic doctrines nnd havo 
had an important part In the development 
of modern constitutional rlBhts. Thn 
American commonwealth has suffered 
much from IrreHponsIblllly on tho part of 
Its Boverning nBcncles. Tho consqtutlon- 
nl purpose of n budget Is to make Kov- 
ernment responsive to public opinion and 
responslblo for Its acts.' 

The Budget as an Annual Program. 

A Iiudgct should bo tho moans for Bot- 
tlnB bpforo the leglslatlvo branch, before 
tho press, and before tho pooplo a deflnlto 
annual program of business to bo finan- 
ced; It should be In tho nature of a pros- 
pectus both of revenues nnd expendi- 
tures; ll shoultl comprehend every rela- 
tion of tho Bovernment to tho people, 
whether with reference to tho raising of 
revenues or the rendering of aorvlce. 

Tho principal government objects In 
which the people of tho United States 
arc Interested Include: « 

The national defense; tho protection of 
persons nnd property; tho promotion o' 
friendly relations and tho protection ot 
American Interests abroad; tho regulation 
of commerce and Industry; the'promotlon 
ot agrUulVure, fisheries, forestry nnd min- 
ing; the ' promotion of manufacturing, 
commerce, nnd banking; tho promotion of 
transportation and communication; tho 
postal service. Including postal savings 
and parcels post; the 'care for and utili- 
zation of tho public domain; tho promo- 
tion of education, art, seienco nnd recre- 
ation; the promotion of tho public health; 
tho caro and education of the Indians 
and other wards of the nation. 

These are publle-wclfaro questions In 
which I assume overy citizen has a vital 
Interest. I bellovo that every, member of 
congress, as an official representative of 
the people, each editor, an a non-omctal 
ropresentatlvo of public opinion, each 
citizen; as a beneficiary of the trust Im- 
posed on officers of the government, 
should bo able readily to ascertain how 
much has bei*n spent for each of these ' 
purposes; how much has been appropri- 
ated for the current year; how much tho 
administration Is asking for each of those 
purposes. for the next fiscal year. 

furthermore, each person Interested 
should have laid bcforo him a clear, woll- 
digested statement showing In detail 
whether moneys appropriated have been 
economically spent nnd whether each di- 
vision or office has been efficiently run. 
This Is the Information which should bo 
available each year In tho form, of a 
budget and In detail accounts and reports 
aupporllng tho budget. 

I ask the continuance of this commis- 
sion on economy and efficloncy becauso 
of. tho excellent beginning which has been 
mndo toward the reorganization of tho 
machinery of this government on busi- 
ness principles. I ask It because Ita .work 
Is entirely non-partisan In character and 
ought to apply to every citizen who 
wishes to give offcctlvonesa ^to popular 
government In which wo feel a Just pr|do. 
The work further commends itself for 
the lenaon that tho cost of organization 
and work haa been carefully considered 
nt every point. Three months were t..ken 
In consideration of plana before tho In- 
quiry wiis begun: six months were then 
spent In preliminary Investigations before 
the commission was organized; before

Tho trouble Is due to a reduction 
In wngcH, nccGBBltatcd, tho mill own- 
ers any, by a cut In the runulng. tlmo 
from BG to G4 hours a weelc, compelled 
by the new state law,' which became 
effectlvo January 1. The law applies 
to factories whore women and chil- 
dren are employed. 

Tho Bret rioting began with an at- 
tempt by tho strikers to rush tbo doors 
at the Wood worsted mills aiid the 
ProBpoct. woolen mills. The uttompts 
at both places were repulsed by tho 
police, who used their clubs freely. 

Another crowd of over a thousand 
gathered at tbo Washington mills, 
whero they had several minor scrim- 
mages with the police. 

At the Pacillc cotton mills a body of 
Btrlko sympathlzors had worked them- 
selves Into a fighting mood and had 
Just emerged from an assault on the 
mill gates when tho Washington mill 
crowd arrived. Soon nil was In an 
uproar. Tho police then charged the 
mob and llrcd In the air. The shots 
did not scare the strikers, and orders 
were then given to turn on the water 
in the mill hose. At this tlniu gunrdE- 
men under Captain Randlett appeared, 
tho riot act was road and the mob dis- 
persed with a bayonet charge. 



LIABILITY LAW IS VALID 



U. 8. Supreme Court Sustains Employ- 
ers' Act of 1908 — Similar- 
State Acts Good. 

Washington. — Tho Supreme court of 
the United States upheld tho consti- 
tutionality of the employers' liability 
law of 1908. 

By tho terms of tho decision state 
courts are permitted to enforce the 
act when local laws permit. 

This was tho second and n success- 
ful attempt of congress to change tho 
old common law rule that an em- 
ploye of a common carrier could nut 
recover damages from the carrier for 
Injuries received In his employment 
when the injuries resulted from the 
negligence of a fellow 8er\'ant. Ttie 
first law, enacted In 1905, was de- 
clared unconstitutional In 1908, be- 
cause it embraced within Its terms a 
regulation of Intrastate as well as in- 
terstate commerce. 

Justice Vnndevantcr announced the 
opinion, which was unanimoiia and a 
complete victory for tlie government 
on every polnjt. The case had bene 
under advisement since last February. 

Justice Vandevanter declared that' 
congress had the right to regulate tho 
relations of interstate rallroada to 
their employes. Congress hud not 
gone beyond Its power by, abrogating 
tho common law rule that an employ- 
er was not liable for the injuries re- 
sulting to. employes from tho negli- 
gence of fellow -servants.

OLDEST TREE IS ON COS 

It Meaauree 30 Feet In Clrcumforence 

and la More Than 2,000 

Yeara Old. 

Tbe tallest treea In the world are 
the AuBtrallon eucalypti, which attain 
an altitude of 480 feet. The biggest 
are the mammoth trees of California, 
some of which are 276 to 373 feet In 
height, and 108 feet In circumference 
at tho base. From measurements of 
the rlnga It la believed that certain 
of these trees are from 2,000 to 2,500 
years old. The oldest tree In the 
world Is said to exist on the Island of 
Cos off the coast of Aala Minor. It la 
several thousand yeara old, but Juat 
how many no one has dared to'aay. 
The tree Is carefully preserved by a 
wall of masonry around It. and the 
trunk is thirty feet In circumference. 

Dul there are parts of trees In the 
form of useful timber which are even 
older, probably, than any on the 
stump. Beams In old buildings are 
preserved today, which are known to 
be over a thousand yeara old. PIlea 
driven by the Romans prior to the 
Christian era are perfectly sound to- 
day, and It Is known that they have 
t>eon Immersed In wa^er for upward of 
two thousand years. 

Some ^ooda have remarkably dur- 
able properties when Immersed In wa- 
ter. They decay rapidly on the stump, 
many rotting In from five to ten 
years, but when Immersed In .water 
they last longer than Iron or steel. 
An effort has been made by our gov- 
ernment to preserve wooda Indefinite- 
ly by treating tbem with oils and tar 
products. Already telegraph polea and 
railway tlea have had their average 
life extended from five to ten yeara 
by cbia procesa. — Harper's.
